Death Syndicate 
Among Savannah 


Negroes Charged 


BY RALPH T. JONES. 

There is a murder eyndicate at 
work in Savannah, according to 
charges filed with Attorney General 
George M. Napier, by one “William 
H. Seabrook, Jr.,” colored. This syn- 
dicate is composed, says Seabrook, of 
prominent Savannah negroes and—but 
wky bother with a long explanation? 
Let’s quote Seabrook‘s letter, just as 
he wrote it: 

“.., . thair Is a body of prominent 
negroes both male and female who 
have formed themselves into a syndi- 
cate whos chief object is to lure inno- 


cent Negroes Into thair confidence to 
get on the inside of thair life time 
earnings. Then have them murdered 
and Illegally claim and squander: thair 
victims earnings amoung them welves 
seemingly 
syndicate have claim for Its victim’s 
Two of Savannah most Prominent Ne- 
groes whom were call financiers. But 
Illiturate and thay were easy mark's 
for thair falce friends! ! !” 

Two Color Letter. 

Seabrook is very anxious to impress 
upon Mr. Napier the serious nature 
of the charges he brings, so he has 
used both black and red ink in writ- 
ing his letter. It is a six-page, docu- 
ment in long hand, very painstakingly 
compiled and easily read, the spelling 
being particularly striking, aside from 
its subject matter. But, every now 
and then, he has evidently dropped his 
black ink pen and, inspired by the 
frenzy of composition, dipped into the 
red ink bottle and the result is, to 
say the least, unique. 

He states that he is impelled to 
write to Colonel Napier after reading 
in the papers that Governor Walker 
asked the atturney general to investi- 
gate the recent flogging episodes at 
Macon, and suggest a remedy for law- 
lessness. Seabrook, who admits that 
he is related to the two negrues who 
he charges, were murder victims, sees 
a chance to get the attorney general's 
office interested in his matters also, 
for, as he says:

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TO ENFORCE DRY LAW 


Washington, September 6.—Appro- 
000,000 for federal 
work in enforcing prohibition next 
year, an increase of $1,000,000 over 
last year, has been requested of the 
budget bureau by Prohibition Commis- 
sioner Haynes. An increase. of $500,- 
000 additional for enforcing the nar- 
cotic drug laws also has been asked 
by Commissioner Haynes, both re- 
quests now before the budget officers. 


Increases in the numper of fiekl 
agents as well as the Washington and 
f‘el¢ headquarters staff of the prohibi- 
tien forces is planned if the increased 
appropriations are approved by the 
budget bureau, President Coolidge and 
finally. eongress. More prohibition 
agents are believed by Commissioner 
Haynes to be needed. Repeal of the 
New York state enforcement law and 
partial failure of state cooperation 
tnere and elsewbere are understood to 
be the chief reasons for the request 
for additional appropriations. 

The prohibition enforcement fund 
for the current year is $9,000,000. 
This also includes funds for enfarcing 
the narcotic drug laws. iccsiehaones 
Haynes requested $9,250,000, but the 
buaget bureau lopped off a quarter of 
an million and congress appropriated 
the full amount estimated in the bud- 
get. This, in the opinion of prohibi- 
tion officials, has been demonstrated 
to be inadequate and they are asking 
a total of $10.500,000 for liquor and 
narcotic drug prohibition activities for 
the next fiscal year. 

How many field agents can be added 
to the federal! staff if the increase re- 
quested is provided has not been de- 
termined-by Commissioner Haynes. In- 
creased salary rolls dune to the new 
classification of federal employers and 
rcpeal of the $240 bonus must he 
teken care of. The prohibition field 
force now consists of about 1.800 
agents to cover the entire United 
States, according to officials.

clared, “to make me thank God afresh 
for America’s mighty moral leadership 
on this great question of economics 
and humanity.” 

In a quick. summary of impressions 
gnined during his trip, the congress- 
man touched upon the relations be- 
tween France and Germany, the in. 
ternal condition of Germany, the feel- 
ing of European nations concerning 
America’s isolation policy. and the 
matter of prohibition abroad. 

“The spirit of hostility between 
France end Germany is-growing, in- 
stead of lessening, as it should be five 
years after the close of the war.” he 
asserted. “France is more interested 
in seeing Germany placed forever he- 
yond the reach of military rehabilita- 
tion than she is concerned about col- 
lecting financial reparations. I am 
also convinced that Germany does not 
intend to make any immediate effort 
to pay her reparation debt to the al- 
lied nations: 

Cuno Would Have Paid. 

“Just before the fall of the Cuno 
regime, the prime minister wired Clar- 
ence J. Owens, president of the South- 
ern Commercial congress, declaring 
thar the cabinet had agreed upon the 
amortization table on which the Brit- 
ish debt was funded to the United 
States as the basis for the German 
settlement. If the Cuno ministry, had 
not fallen, IT am sure Cuno would have 
nressed vigorously the proposition to 
France and the allies.”

In commenting on the feeling in 
Eurepe regarding America’s attitude 
of aloofness, the congressman said, 
“We found that while everybody felt 
that beth Europe and America would 
have been far better off if we ha 


taken our place in peuce beside the, 


nations with whom we fought in war 
for the overthrow of military autoc- 
racy, the American flag and the Amer- 
ican collar are the most stable and 
the most staple vnits of computation 
on the continent.” 

An America with an occasional] traf- 
ficker in- outlawed intoxicants is far 

referable to a Enrope flowing with 
liquor, Mr. Upshaw declared. 

“The difference in favor of America 
cannot be packed into words,” he said. 
“I would rather see an occasional 
drunk man in our country £3 a result 
of a broken law constitutionally en- 
acted, than to see whole nations gov- 
ernmentaly drunk as a result of a sub- 
merged, sodden, national ideal. As I 
saw the majority of European women 
drinking and smoking in the ca‘es, I 
shuddered for the future homes and 
childhood of these foreign nations: and 
I fecl like standing with uncovered 
head before the modest, sober, God- 
fearing womanhood and motherhood 
of America. And let the politicians of 
both parties understand that this same 
American womenhood, with its regnant 
conscience and character, is not only 
the hope, but the guarantee of a per- 
fected and permanent prohibition in 
the United States of America. 


Considered Experiment. 


“I found the best thought of the 
leading men and women, especially in 
Sweden and Great Britain, declarative- 
ly enthusiastic over what they teem 
“America’s great moral achicrement :” 
but they are inclined to regard it as 
an experiment yet, largely because so 
many people from America forget their 
sober constitution and their stainless 
flag, and drink in Europe to the dan- 
ger of our reputation and the dis- 
gust of those who are watching us 
across the sea.” 

High tribute was paid by the con- 
gressman to Atlanta members of the 
Southern Commercial congress. 

“I want to pay tribute to the ef- 
ficiency of Mr. ‘and Mrs. George 
Walker, who were a constant social 
and mental tonie to the commission 
until Mr. Walker’s health forced him 
to leave for a specialist's treatment: 
and to Mr. and Mrs. Carl F. Hutche- 
son, who were tireless workers as the 
commission pressed its studies. As 
chairman of the laws and immigration 
committee, Carl Hutcheson did superb 
work, He made several ringing speech- 
es before municipal bodies in the Sean- 
dinavian countries, which were re- 
ceived with enthusiasm. 

Asks World Dry Aid. 

_ Mr. Upshaw’s own addresses were 
given great prominence in the Scandi- 
navian papers, and great crowds heard 
his speeches for prohibition. In ad- 
dressing the Baptist World alliance 
meeting in Stockholm he urged the aid 
of other nations in making the United 
States completely dry, even in the of- 
ficial and foreign diplomatic circles 
in the national eapital. In the course 
of his address he made the statement 
,that “a wise representative of one 
great nation said: ‘If America really 
intends to keep her prohibition law, 
then my country will foliow in five 
years, for no drinking nation can com- 
pete in manufactures and trade with 
a nation whose labor is sober,’ ”

Must Join World Bedy. 

It is absolutely necessary’ that 
America join some kind of interna- 
tional body of arbitration to save a 
tottering Europe from total collapse 
and a world catastrophe, in the words 
of Carl F. Hutcheson, member of the 
Southern Commercial Congress and a 
member of Mr. Upshaw’s party, who 
declared in a statement to The Con- 
stitution Thursday that he had large- 
ly changed his views since viewing 
continenta] conditions at first hand. 
The opportunity for America to ren- 
der a world-wide service and save her- 
self from international disgrace by 
refusing to participate in the affairs 
of the paralyzed nations across the 
sea, is now offered, declared Mr. 
Hutcheson. 

The United States {s losing her 
great prestige as a Christian power 
through her attitude, he asserted. The 
world is no longer remote, and it is 
the plain duty of America to join a 
world body with the aim of restor- 
ing peace and economie stability, said 
Mr. Hutcheson, who stated that, with 
protecting reservations. this nation 
could enter such an alliance with no 
danger to the liberty or free-will of 
America. 

“One hears on all sides the whisper- 
ed declaration that if the United 
States will take some kind of inter- 
est, she can settle this parallyzing 
trouble.” he said. Editorials of the 
press are all but bowing down to 
America. The masses are eager—some 
praying, some swearing—all fervent 
and expectant. 

“The United States is regarded as 
the one power that is able to step 
in and adjust the differences that 
have. riven Europe in twain. Their 
unrest disturbs the status of every 
European capital, and affects every 
nation on earth. 

“France is in a state of fear lest 
Germany will resume her former mili- 
taristic attitude if given leverage and 
power enough, and will again use 
the mailed fist. France demands a 
permanent guarantee against this 
dreaded invasion. 

“Ie it not true, when we consider 
the peace and war attitudes of Amer- 
ica, that she is now playing the part 
of a nondescript nation? I see now 
that she would have prevented this. 
And she has even now an opportunity 
to offer ber good services as a peace 
maker and stop the impending cata- 
clymsm that threatens to shake the 
world by again throwing all Europe 
into an awful war. , 

“Shall America stand idly by and 
fail to take any action that will 
help garner the fruits of that democ- 
racy for which she helped to make 
the world gafe? All the world is 
asking and all Europe is wondering 
“what will the United States do?” 
During the world war America was 
regarded as the axis upon which free- 
dom turned for victory or defeat. 

“She promulgated unselfish Chris- 
tian principles from the nousetop. 
The nations of earth accepted her 
inspiring doctrine. She entered the 
conflict to battle against autocracy 
and for the conversion of the world 
to real democracy. What has she 
done for its permanence and saféty? 
“I have alwass opposed the United 
States surrendering one iota of her 
established principles of national im- 
dependence. I have always persist- 
ently <snd aggressively op her 
entering any alliances that would 
stifle her free spirit. I am yet stead- 
fast in that opinion. But my pride 
as an American has been aroused 
during my two months’ stay in Eu- 


great prestige as a Christian power. | 
I have heard her widely criticised as 
an international nonenity because of 
her inaction. She is losing the great 
opportunity to render a world-wide 
service. She can act as the great 
physician to cure a cancerous sore 
ome Hg Ccestroying the health of the 
world. 


“I have, to a large extent, changed 
my op‘nion as to America’s duty 
to other struggling nations. America 
will stagger mentally and financially 
if other nations go down.

of Europe. Our diplomacy, »rr judg- 
ment, our conservatism and our un- 
selfish moral and mental force are 
needed now in the world whose friend- 
ship and trade we need so much. 

“The world is no longer smal! and 
remote, No nation can now live 
alone. All are interdependent for the 
common good of all. All leading na- 
tions must become ‘Big brothers’ fo®* 
the antversal good. Future wars 
must be prevented as far as possible. 
The weight of America’s influence 
in international matfers is far great- 
er than the people of our great coun- 
try dream of at home. The peace 
of. the world demands that we lend 
every sinew of brain, and every pul- 
sation uf the heart and soul towards 
the just solution of present problems, 
and to prevent future conflicts. Our 
own peace and prosperity demand it. 
The earth reaches out fcr our stabil- 
izing hand. 

“The United States must no longer 
remain inert. Shall the ideals of 
Christianity cease to control Amer- 
ica’s political life? Shall we, as a 
blind and selfish nation, lose the 
world and our national soul at the 
same time by our own colossal sin 
of omission?

South Amboy, N. J., 
Three men and a boy were killed 
and persons were injured, 15 
probably fatally, by an explosion to- 
night of thousands of cases of smoke- 
less powder which were being trans- 
ferred from barges to freight cars on 
the banks of the Raritan river.

Sweetbreads and Mushrooms. 

Make a white sauce, add the sweet- 
breads cut in little pieces and browned 
in butter, and an equal quantity of 
mushrooms. Do not cook more than 
eight or ten minutes as long cooking 
toughens the mushrooms. Serve with 
toast points.

Between U. S. and Japan | 


BY R. L. BARNUM. 

New York, September 6. —Strength 
again prevailed in the stock market 
today, but trading was again on a 
moderate scale. Good buying, how- 
ever, was witnessed in the steels, 


equipments and railroad stocks, be- 
sides numerous of the miscellaneous 
specialties. About the only excep- 
tion to the general trend was the oil 
gtoup,, which continues to act as a 
millstone on the market as a whole. 
Were it not for the heaviness of the 
oils, some market experts are of the 
opinion that the advance would be 
more brisk than has been witnessed 
thus far since the recovery started, 

Now that the shock of the Japanese 
disaster is being gradually overcome 
and relief is beginning to pour in 
from all quarters of the world, Wall 
street, though it may seem heartless, 
under circumstances, is beginning to 
take into consideration what the Japa- 
nese disaster will mean in the way 
of heavy buying of materials and 
supplies in this country. Large 
quantities of steel) copper and lum- 
ber are expected to be bought in this 
country. There are some bankers 
who actually believe that the disaster 
will bring about a closer bond be 
tween this country and Japan than 
now exists between England and 
Japan. Some go as far as to say 
that the possible friendship whieh 
may develop between us and the Pa- 
cific nation may hasten a settlement 
of the eastern picklems as neither 
England, France or Belgium would 
like to see this country get a lion's 
share of the business: 

Much of the buying of stocks on 
Wednesda’y and again today has been 
based upon the expectations that this 
country, which is in the pest posi- 
tion to make speedy shipments of 
goods, will get most of the business. 
Another factor is that this country is 
probably in a better position than 
any other to advance funds to the

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TOBE TAX EXEMPT 


Washington, September 6.—A_ proe 
portionate distribution of the 
ceeds of the sales of their products te 
the members of cooperative associa- 
tions was declared by the internal 
revenue bureau today to be the only 
method by which the income of such 
associations is made tax exempt. The 
bureau's findings were announced in 
a final decision amending previous in- 
come tax regulations, 

The new regulation provides that 
cooperative - associations acting as 
Sales agents for farmers, fruit grow- 
ers, live stock growers, dairrmen and 
others, or engaged in the marketing of 
farm products and turning back to 
the producers the proceeds of sales on 
a pro-rata basis, are exempt from in- 
come tax and shall not be required to 
file returns, 

“If the proceeds of the business are 
distributed in any other way than on 


such a proportionate Sasis,” the regu- 
lation continued, “the association does 


| 


| 


not meet the requirements of the 
statute and is not exempt. The accu- 
mulat:o: and maintenance of a rea- 
sonable reserve for depreciation or pos- 
Sible losses, or a reserve required by 
state law, or a sinking fund or sur- 
plus to provide for the erection of 
buildings and facilities, will not de- 
stroy the exemption.” 

The regulation makes it clear that 
in every case the association wil] be 
required to show that the ownership 
of the stock has been restricted to 
producers. 

The regulation extends the same tax 
exemption to cooperatives which oper-
